mountain. It is now, in some places, two 
feet high, and was constructed of bowlders 


shape, all however capable of manual 
amotion, collected from the neighborhood, 
and here, arranged in a continuous line ter- 
minating at either end at the precipitous 
sides of the mountain, where, its defensive 
presence being no longer required, access to 
the summit was either entirely denied or 
rendered so difficult as to preclude the possi- 
bility of a successful assault. About the 
middle of the line, where the ascent was most 
facile, and where the path leading along the 
western slope seems to have bven established 
of old, an opening occurs in the wall. This 
opening Or gateway was effectually com- 
manded by a ledge of rocks; a little higher 
up the mountains and directly in front of the 
gap, which constituted a formidable natural 
breastwork, behind which, in absolute securi- 
ty, the defenders could have discharged their 
arrows and spears, and hurled rocks against 
all assailants who might seek ingress by 
means of this, the most practicable route to 
the top of the mountain. Doubtless, in an- 
ticipation of an attack, this opening in the 
wall was rapidly closed, and thus the entire 
defensive line established. Below this cir- 
cumvallation are numerous fragments of 
rocks, which, originally forming a part of the 
wall, have, in the course of time, become de- 
tached and entirely separated from it. 

This huge, solid pile of granite rising nearly 
three thousand feet in height was a favorite 
resort of the Indians during the summer 
months. Here the atmosphere is at all times 
cool and salubrious. All over the surface 
of the bald rock which forms the summit 
of the mountain are physical traces of an 
ancient occupancy by the Red men. The 
labors of the Aborigines upon the top of 
Stone Mountain—so far as we have been 
able to examine and understand them—seem 
to have been directed, not as has been sur- 
mised—to the cutting of hieroglyphics and 
the fashioning of curious figures in the granite 
—but to the preparation of litile ditches or 
trenches for the protection of their fires, 
The mountain at its apex being entirely bald 
and consisting of hard granite, during a 
storm the rain water, unabsorbed by the 
rock, would flow freely down the sides and 
soon smother the fires kindled upon the sur- 
face. In order to avoid this inconvenience 
the Indians resorted to the expedient of cut- 
ting or pecking in the rock circular, elliptical 
and horse-shoe shaped troughs or trenches 
which would catch the rain water in its de- 
scent, and divert it from the interior spaces 
upon which their fires were burning. There 
is a marked similarity in the sizes and shapes 
of these fire places, which exist in consider- 
able numbers upon the summit and western 
slope of the mountain. 
from three to four feet in diameter, and thein- 
side trenches or ditches surrounding them are 
from four to eight inches in width and be- 
tween two and fourinches deep. In the cen- 
ter of almost every hearth is a fissure in the 
rock which materially contributed to the pre- 
servation of the fire. Of these fissures the 
nalives evidently availed themselves in loca- 
ting their fire-piaces, and, in some instances, 
expended considerable labor in enlarging 
them and in forming suitable elevations 
whereon their earthen vessels could rest. In 
the neighborhood of these remains we ob- 
served two permanent mortars hollowed out 
of therock. These are not to be confounded 
with the cup-shaped cavities and natural de- 
‘oy arent almost everywhere upon 
the sides of the mountain, and in the huge 
boulders left in wild confusion wherever 
they could tind lodgment during the glacial 
period. ea

8. There’shall be placed at the head of 
each “Joint Electoral Ticket,” the name of 
one of the electors mutually agreed upon, 
who shall be considered as expressing the 
preference of the voter in choosing between 
the candidates whose friends are parties to 
this “Union.” 

Thus—Messrs. Smith and Jones being the 
delegates at large upon the Joint Electoral 
Ticket from the State of New York, it shall 
be considered that all ballots cast where the 
name of Smith leads the Electoral Ticket, 
shall be indicative of the preference of the 
voter for Mr. Greeley, and where the name 
of Mr. Jones appears on the head of the 
ticket it shall be construed as favorable to 
some other candidate of the “Union.” 

An additional, though not strictly legal 
mode of indicating the voter’s pcrsenal pre- 
ference could be had in placing over the 
names of the Joint Electors such designa- 
tions as “Greeley Ticket,” “Union Ticket,” 
or “Reform Ticket.” 

4. Votes cast for the Joint Electoral Tick- 
et, which may fail by any acknowledged de- 
signation to indicate the voter’s preference, 
to be divided equally between the candidates 
of the “Unicon.” 

5. The voter’s expression of preference for 
President shall be construed as including the 
Vice-Presidential nominee upon the same 
ticket. 

6. When the anti-administration vote in 
any State shall have elected the ‘‘Joint Elec- 
tors,” then the entire electoral vote of such 
State shall be given to that candidate sup- 
ported by the Meo receiving the greatest 
number of vetes within that State. 

7. When the electoral college shall convene 
—if it appear that the combined vote cf the 
electors supported by the “Union” shall be 
sufficient to elect to the Presidency one of 
the candidates supported by it—then that 
candidate who shall have received the largest 
number of the joint electoral votes shall also 
receive all the remaining electoral votes: re- 
sulting from the union. 

Thus--the whole number of electoral votes 
being 356—should Grant obtain 140, Greeley 
116, and other candidates 100—Mr. Greeley 
would be entitled to 216 votes, or a majority 
of all, as the result of the “Union,” and would 
be elected Presivent. 


THE ARGUM*#NT. 

The argument in favor of adopting a Joint 
Electoral plan may be briefly stated thus: 

1. As insuring a full po)! of all that class of 
voters opposed to the present administration, 

Democrats of every shade of opinion or 
policy would be enabled to unite their 
strength without concession of principle or 
voluntary disintegration of party. 

Liberal Republicans, with many Republi- 
cans not now so classified, could sustain the 
Joint Electoral plan, for it affords both of 
these classes an opportunity of casting their 
whole stiength untrammelled by a Cirect cua- 
lition with the Democracy. 

2. Rivalry to poll a superior vote in each 
State, between the respective friends of the 
“Union” candidates, would compel the most 
strenuous effort from all classes of friends of 
the joint ticket. 

3. All serious contention at other conven- 
tions, with the dangers arising therefrom, 
would be obviated. 

4. That class of voters North and South 
that might oppess inde es 
objections to them arising from questions of 
religion, temperance, finance, tariff or the 
like, would not be driven to apathy or 
Grant’s support by the nariowed choice of 
Greeley or Grant. 

5. The product of the entire Joint Elector- 
ul vote bemg necessary to the elcotion of one 
of the candidates of the “Union,” the obliga- 
tion upon the part of the new adminstration 
to recognize the minority portion of the 
power which give it life—would be distinctly 
indicated and incapabie of evasion. 

Many other advantages would accrue from 
the adoption of the Joint Electorai plan, but 
those enumerated are deemed sutiicient for 
the purposes of this paper. 

If it be contended that this plan would fail 
in its practical working, it nay be stated that 
its vital principle was suecessfully tried in 
the Presidential election of 1460, when New 
Jersey, by a union of anti-Lincoln voters 
upon ajoint ticket, gave its voie ogainst Mr. 
Lincoth, and by this pfocess alone he lost 
this State.

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WasHINGTON, June 11.—Henry Cochran, 
nominated Postmaster of Selma; C. C. Gil- 
espie, nominated Postmaster of Calvert, Tex- 
as; Joseph Nimms, Supervisor Inspector of 
Steamboats, were notconfirmed. The Senate 
took no action on these nominations. 

The House Committee on the Pacific Rail- 
road made a report yesterday upon the reso- 
lution of February 13th, to investigate and 
report upon the actual condition of the 
Northern Pacific Road Company, the state- 
ment is voluminous embracing all the evi- 
dence adduced before the committee. The 
following is a brief synopsis. 

There were no charges whatsoever against 
the management of the company, and in 
order to meet the suggestions made in any 
communication referred to the committee or 
any of its members, as well as questions of a 
general character, the committee put inter- 
rogatories to the company, which were an- 
swered underoath. Therange of the inquiry 
was designed to cover the actual condition 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad Company, 
and to be exhaustive. The evidence shows 
that no director, officer or engineer of the 
company is pecuniarily interested in the con- 
struction of the road. 

Thus far the road has been constructed by 
contractors, to whom the work was publicly 
let after competitive digging, and the clear- 
ness of the directors and management of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad Company, in this 
regard, extends to the adminisiration of its 
lands. Not arod of the land-grant given to 
the company has been sold, given or promis- 
ed to a director or any executive officer. In 
like manner it is shown that no director nor 
iny other officer of the corapany is or has 
been beneficially interested in the purchase of 
iron @equipment. for the road. The 
construction of the roadhas  progress- 
ed as rapidly as prudent financial 
management and the permanent interest of 
the work permitted. The work throughout 
is shown to8be of the best quality. The iron 
is all of American manufacture, from Ameri- 
can ores. There will be in operation at thé 
end of this year 517 miles of the main road. 
Surveys for the best line across the conti- 
nent have been made. Exclusive of that 
now completed, there is under construction 
east and west of the Rocky Mountains, equal 
to 1,031 miles of road. The company has 
examined, platted and classified of its lands 
in Minnesota and Washington Territory, 1,- 
575,000 acres. $4,241,600 worth of stock 
have been issued, representing 42,416 shares, 
held by one hundred and seventy-four differ- 
ent shareholders, whose names are given. The 
committee find that the Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company offers to its bondholders 
several elements of security, and they recite 
these, concluding by the statement that the 
recent thorough and careful surveys leave no 
room for doubt that the company’s lands~ 
agricultural, mineral and timber—are of ex- 
cellent average quality, and with the road 
built through them they will possess a cash 
value which will surely provide for the pay- 
ment of the bonds for which they are now 
mortgaged. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, June 6, 1872. 

The attention of all parties interested is 
particularly directed to the following pro- 
visions of an act making appropriations to 
supply deficiencies in the approriation for 
the service of the government for the fiscal 
fons Tr Marvin the Same into effect. — 

Section 5. That the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury be, and he is hereby authorized and udi- 
rected, to pay to the lewful owners or their 
legal representatives, of @l! cotton seized after 
the 30th day of June, 1865, by the agents of 
the government, unlawfully and in violation 
of their instructions, the net proceeds, with- 
out interest, of the sales of said cotton actu- 
ally paid to the Treasury of the United States, 
Provided that the receipt thereof shall be 
tuken and read in full satisfaction of 
all claims against the United States for 
or on account of the seizure of suid cotton, 
and a sufficient sum for such payment is 
hereby appropriated out of any money in 
the Treasury, not otherwise appropriated ; 
and provided further, that the foregoing pro- 
visions shall’not apply to any claim now pend- 
ing before the Court of Claims, nor to any 
claims, not filed in the Treasury De- 
partment within six months after the 
passage of this act, and the sum of $20,- 
U0 is hereby appropriated for the payment 
of the necessary expenses of defending the 
United States, in respect to claims for said 
proceeds, to be expended under the direction 
of the Secretary of the Treasury. The fol- 
lowing rules and regulations concerning 
claims for the proceeds of certain cotton, 
unger the foregoing provisions of law, estab- 
lished first, every claim shall be made by ap- 
plication addressed tothe Secretary of the 
Treasury, and signed and duly verified by 
the oath or affirmation of the claimant 
or claimants. Second, the — petition 
must state, first, the full names of 
all the. claimants, their present residence 
and their residenee when their cotton was 
seized. 

2. Who were the original and subsequent 
owners of the cotton, who now are lawfully 
entitled to the the proceeds thereof or inter- 
ested therein, and when and upon what con- 
sideration the title successively passed. 

3. The quantity of cotton alleged 
to have been seized or taken in bales 
and pounds, the kind and quality, and the 
names, markes, signs or devices upon the 
bales at the time of such seizure, the name 
or names of the person or persons by “vyhom 
the seizure was maije, and whether they 
were agents or officers of the government, 
the date and place of seizure and to what 
place conveyed or transported, and all other 
material circumstances connected with the 
seizure and disposition of the cotton, with as 
much particularity and exactness as can be 
done; and if any vouchers, receipt or other 
writing was given therefor by the person 
taking the same, it should be attached to the 
petition. 

8. Whether the claim has been heretofore 
presented to any officer, agent or department 
of the government, or Congress, or to any 
committee thererevf and what decision or 
action if any has been had in regard to the 
same. In setting forth facts in the pgtition 
the claimant must always distinguish bétween 
those which he states of his own knowledge 
and those upon information. He must say 
as to the first, that he avers them of his own 
knowledge, and as to the last, that he states 
them upon information and belief. There 
must be appended to the petition, the post 
office address of the claimants, and be repre- 
sented by attorney and proper letter of attor- 
ney, or other sufficient evidence of authority 
must be filed therewith. 

When the claim is brought by a guardian’s 
executor or other legal repaesentative, the 
appointed of a representative or a copy of 
the Jetters testamentary or of administration 
granted§to such person, duly authenticated, 
must be filed with the petition. 

6. Each material averment of the petition 
should be corroborated by at least two cred- 
itable and disinterested witnesses, and sworn 
statements should be filed with the pe- 
tition, or as soon thereafter as possible, 

7th. The claimant, upon completing the 
proofs relied on to sustain his claim, should 
so notify the Secretary of the Treasury in 
writing, and after the expiration of the six 
months allowed by the act of Congress for 
filing claims, the classes will be taken up and 
disposed of in the order in which such noti- 
fications have been received, unless further 
delay is asked for by the claimant or de- 
manded by the public interest.

Haitors Constitution: In the last few weeks
